:\I-\i.TiiN  ■'Rkd"  Bri,!  in  k — "Red's"  big  body  and  fierce  delight  in  smashin.e  body 
contact  made  him  one  of  the  best  line-busters  Gaddy  has  had  under  his  tutelage  in 
many  years.     He  was  a  deadly  blocker  and  a  bone-cracking  tackier  all  year.     Senior. 

Fhkd  EzEi.i.E — Typical  of  this  145-pound  youngster's  play  all  season  was  his  amazing 
blocking  against  "Big"  Hapes  in  September,  1935.  He  smacked  that  big  guy  frequently, 
and  he  put  him  down.  Ezelle  quarterbacked  all  season,  and  his  work  rarely  brought 
forth  a  protest  from  the  bench. 

Bovi)  Rekvks — In  1935  he  understudied  Talla  Jones,  showed  triple-threat  inclina- 
tions when  Coach  Gaddy  used  him.     He's  a  natural. 

GEOiiiiE  SiiEFFiEi.i) — George  did  his  trick  both  at  right  end  and  fullback,  alternating 
as  a  need  arose  for  big  hands  and  a  big  body.  Shaded  by  Bullock  and  Anderson,  he 
still  made  himself  valuable  backing  up  the  line,  and  occasionally   snatching  passes. 

Neil  Cirlot — Seeing  service  in  almost  every  team  position.  Neil  eventually  settled 
in  the  liackfield,  where  his  speed  bolstered  Millsaps'  running  attack. 

John  Lon.r.N — Maybe  his  middle  name  is  "Rabbit,"  but  he  was  one  tough  guy  on 
the  football  field,  as  men  who  faced  him  at  end  or  in  the  backfield  will  attest.     Senior.

The 
asylum  officials  didn't  mind  his 
leaving,  for  he  was  always  back  to 
eat  and  go  to  bed,  and  he  was  al- 
ways cheerfully  ready  to  do  a 
chore. 

And  presently  ^lillsaps  was  very 
glad  indeed  f.>  have  Ben  come  over. 
His  good  natui'e.  his  fund  of 
liilarious  tales,  his  unabashed  "Hi, 
Pod'ner!"  won  the  hearts  of  all  the 
folks  about  the  campus,  students 
and  faculty  members  alike. 

When  intercollegiate  athletics  be- 
came a  regular  part  of  the  Millsaps 
program,  Podner  Ben  stepped  into 
the  position  which  he  occupied  to 
tho  day  of  his  death.

During 
his  illness  every  attention  was 
provided  him.  A  host  of  friends 
gatheied  at  his  funeral,  conducted 
in  Murarh  Hall  auditorium. 

The  tributes  paid  him  there  by 
Dr.  Key.  Webb  Buie,  and  Fved 
Ezelle  might  well  have  come  from 
any  of  those  who  heard  them.

For  years  campus  social  fraterni- 
ties had  been  the  only  groups  con- 
testing successfully  for  such  posts. 
In  the  year  193.5  arose  a  group 
which  realized  long-starved  non- 
fraternity  aspirations:  A.  C.  Max- 
ted's  Barbai-ians. 

Election  for  ]!l:?5-:!fi  association 
offices  in  the  late  spring  of  UiS-'i 
took  lio  account  of  gathering  Bar- 
barian power,  placed  in  office  Pi 
KA's  Raymond  McCliiiton,  presi- 
dent of  the  student  association, 
TKN's  H.  'V'.  Allen,  vice-president, 
ChiO's  Mildred  Rouff,  secretary- 
treasurer.  In  the  woman's  associa- 
tion ChiO  tallied  another  victory 
when  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick  copped 
the  presidency. 

When  fall  class  elections  loomed 
on  the  horizon,  dissension  had  sidit 
tlie  Greek  front,  given  unified  non- 
Greeks  the  "balance  of  power." 
PiKA  offered  no  senior  class  candi- 
date. Kappa  Alpha,  Kappa  Sigma 
drew  daggers,  renewed  traditional 
rivalry:  Sigma  Rho  Chi  and  the 
Barbs  joined  forces,  placed  in  of- 
fice SRC's  Roy  McDaniel  (presi- 
dent) and  Delta' Zeta's  Hazel  Smith, 
(secretary-treasurer).
